which is also lined with'the taffeta, can 
readily be adjusted over the head for 
protection against wind and rain.

wind collar which, as 1 have said, lie's 
flat over the hood, is an admirable fea- 
ture, as it not only gives a nice line 
about the neck, lint, as >on will see on 
close inspection, it is cleverly cut with 
two points on the outer edge. 
Tins 


makes an inverted scallop that tits snug- 
ly underneath the low coiffure and in 
no way disarranging it or poking it out 
into an ugly mas*. 
It also serves the 


purpose of keeping out all ihc wind 
because of its smiy fit about the nape 
of the neck. • 


The Poke Bonnet 


The little poke bonnet that goes with 


this cape has an abbreviated brim. It 
is of soft silver-gray chip, which docs 
not show the dust and will stand much 
brushing. The nmler-brim is faced with 
a softly-shirred shell-pinl; chiffon, which 
emphasizes the quality of a pink com- 
plexion or creates a delicate, color in 
a pale skin. 
The shirring is mounted 


in a heavy cord, which makes an excel- 
lent and durable finish for the edge, of 
a knock-'about hat. 
The drape about 


the crown and the bonnet tics are one. 
A piece of chiffon of the same pink 
shade is held in place by rosette-like 
choiix at the side and is then tied under 
the chin in a dainty bow. 
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The Removable Lining 


Another very handsome model was of 


hroad-walc ecru serge, with a remov- 
able lining of seal-brown fur mounted 
on canvas. 
This could be quickly ad- 


justed or removed by means of snap 
fasteners. 
Its light color made it an 


especially serviceable and light wrap for 
summer weather, while tlic 
fur lin- 


ing rendered it comfortable even on the 
coldest, most wintry days. 
The outer 


portion 
could 
be 
repeatedly 
cleaned 


without injury to the material. 
Such 


a cnpc as this is rcallv much wanner 
than a eoat, as one can gather it about 
one in the coziest fashion. 


To return to our illustrations. 
The 


black hat of more jaunty construction 
is exceedingly durable, l>eiiig made of 
black mohair. 
The brim is faced in 


pale-blue radium over which is laid 
an «'cru Inrc of Oriental pattern. 
The 


design of this is picked out in soft old- 
rosc and blue, thus counterbalancing the 
harshness of the mohair, making a soft 
frame for the face and bringing out 
its color. The severity of the all-black- 
ness of the hat is relieved by a bit of 
knotted black satin ribbon, which seems 
to 1'ind to the hat a bunch of pink roses 
and to form the tieswhich are knotted in 
a French bow under the left car. 
The 


combination of pink with a touch of 
blue is excellent on a black mass. 


Semi-Empire Coat 


The linen coat in natural tone is of 


especially good cut and excellent line. 
The back is cut all in one piece with 
a semi-empire effect lapping over on to 
the front and seemingly held in place 
by four black satin buttons. The same 
idea 
is repeated in the 
close-fitting 


sleeves, the undcr-arm section buttoning 
on to the upper portion of the sleeve. 


A inoft voluminous coat of checked 


English tweed and decidedly of Knglish 
tailoring is depicted here. 
The check is 


black and wlntc.i the collar slightly in- 
laid with black velvet. All the different 
portions of the garment arc lapped 0:1 
over the other, apparently buttoned to- 


(her rather than sewed. 
This is a 


new feature prevalent in many of the 
advanced models. 
Another very novel 


dca in this coat consists in the. pocket- 
laps and the tali of the sleeve. They

>c inside, the* pocket is cut loose into 
the pointed pocket-Map, while the upper 
|)ortion of the sleeve is treated in the 
same manner. 


The hat is a very popular model o 


glossy white straw with a rosette o 
white liberty satin at cither side to hol< 
in place the scarf, which forms the bow 
under the chin and the'drape about the 
crown. The veil drapes very easily am 
firmly over this •model, as the final 
peaked crown holds it in place. 


Thin Rubber Coat 


The most dressy, practical coat ye' 


introduced is one of thin white rubber 
of so fine a quality as to make it lool 
like a fine silk and wool. 
This makes 


it equally as suitable to wear over i 
thin summer frock, as its washable stir 
face recommends it for long motor trip: 
over country roads. The lines are vcr> 
simple, giving a severely plain tailorct 
appearance to the garment, which i 
cut very straight and loose, so as to 
hang almost perpendicularly from shoul 
dcr to hem.

Leather Cuffs and Collar 


The cnfTs and collar in the model I 


lave been describing are of deep, al- 
nost black, red. with a mounting, or at 
cast a 
simulated mounting, of old 


wicker-colored taffeta silk, laid in two 
inillincr'.t folds, one on cither side of a 
similar fold of dark-green velvet of the 
same shade as the coat, as also are the 
Buttons of Russian hard enamel. 
: 


The sleeve simulates the lines of the 


new sleeves, which are cut in one with 
the coat and give a loose, graceful, line 
to the shoulders. 
i 


The hat is of a dark glossy red coarse 


straw, bound with soft folds of wide 
dark moss-green satin ribbon. This also 
forms the flat rosettes at the sides. They 
arc caught in the center with a knotted 
:>it of silk of the fame shade .Is that 
which trims the edge of the collar. 


Of rather good lines is. the Orientally 


draped headgear of soft pliable sttaw. 
This is the most "ultra" novelty of the 
season's importations from Paris. 
It 


sets off one's_ entire face to good ad-) 
vantage, framing it in such a way as to 
form a background, rather than a cover- 
ing for the head. It is built of corTee- 
colprcd straw, hand-sewn and faced with 
figured French cretonne, of a cream-col- 
ored background that goes in beautifully 
with the low tones of the skin and sets 
off the clusters of old-rose and tan- 
colored flowers interspersed with green 
leaves of various shades and tiny touches 
of blue and pink. 
The chiffon veil is 


also of cream color with a wide hem 
and a border of little Mocks embroidered 
in a deeper shade of cream. It is long 
and wide and worn in such a way as 
to remind one of the veiled beauties of 
far eastern countries. 


Tha Scurf-Hood 


lieu-itching and delight full v simple it 


a little hood,or rather scarf, formed into 
a hood. It seems to be constructed of 
.1 long straight piece of dull-blue chif- 
fon cloth four yards in length. 
It is 


as though placed over the head to tie 
under the chin, but instead is really 
gathered and fastened to a little con- 
cealed foundation", the size of a quarter, 
placed just below the car, the ends again 
flowing loose like a long scarf. • About 
the face, to lend it an appearance of 
being a really serious head-dress, is a 
stitched hand of a harmonizing shade 
of blue velvet. 
It is stitched in black 


and cuds at the tied-in portion under the 
car. 
To finish this edge and give a 


definite shape is a thick cord formed of 
casing of wcdgcwood-blue chiffon and 
shirred over a gold'cord about the size 
of a small lead pencil. This binds the 
edge and is coiled around and around 
into a cabachon placed just below the 
cars, thus seeming to hold the tied-in 
scarf in place. 
Altogether this gives 


the outline, excepting for the scarf ends, 
of the bonnet that Van Dyck painted on 
his Dutch baby.

On the right- 
front edgb at the top and at spaces of 
fiju inches work a single crochet, a chain 
t in. long, and a second single crochet. 
On this chain work the edging stitch, 
leaving the one-inch space open for a 
buttonhole.

Make a chaih of 60 stitche*. Crochet 
n rows—4 rows of the pattern. 
'in the next 45 rows (15 rows of the 
pattern) increase I stitch every 4th row 
on the rifiht-hand end and i stitch every;

decrease 48 stitches, 2 at each end of 
caeh row. 
Decrease I stitch at each 


end of the next 4 rows. This completes 
the top of the sleeve. Sew together at 
the scam and on the end end work 9 
rows of ribbed bean stitch.
